Main Topic: Canadian Trash 


State Representative Holds Town Meeting in the Township

On Monday April 14th, Rep- 


resentative Kathleen Law held 
her first Town Hall meeting in 
our Township. The meeting 
was held at the high school 
auditorium and about 60 citi- 
zens attended. Several organi- 
zations that support environ- 
mental issues also attend- 
ed as well as several politi- 
cians or their representa- 
tives. 

Also in attendance was 
State Representative Paul 
Gieleghem who shared in 
the presentation remarks 
as well State Represen- 
tative Hopgood. 

Law advised the audi- 
ence that enough Ca- 
nadian Trash comes in 
the state to fill the Joe 
Lewis Arena every two 
weeks. She went on to 
say that she remained 
concerned about the type 
of trash that is being 
brought. in and urged all 
of the citizens to write 
their political leaders and 
express their opposition. 

She spoke in general 
about the growth of land- 
fills in our state. She 

warmed that all landfills 
leak and warned about 
the dangers to our 
groundwater. 

She spoke about the efforts 
of our state to pass legislation 
to make it more difficult for 
Canadian and neighboring 
states to move their trash to 
our landfills. These remarks 
were a lead in for the remarks 
made by _ Representative 
Gieleghem. He spoke about 
two bills pending in Lansing. 

He talked about the house 
bill to prohibit the import of 
trash of any area that does not 
have the same stringent rules 
that the State of Michigan 
has. He also said another bill 
would prohibit bottles and 
cans that are subject to the 
bottle deposit law. He admit- 


ted these laws did not provide 
a long-range solution to the 
problem of out of state or 
Canadian trash but he 
expressed hope that Congress 
would do their part to 


improve the situation. 

He concluded the main part 
of his remarks when he said 
he wanted to keep Michigan

the Great Lakes State and not 
turn it into the Great Waste 
State. 

A representative of the 
DEQ (Dept. of Environ- 
mental Quality) said his 
department took no position 
on the pending bills but said 
the department’s responsibili- 
ty was to enforce the law. 

A representative from the 
County Executive’s office 
talked about the county’s 
efforts to pass an ordinance 
similar to the pending state 
legislation. The ordinance 
would regulate trash that 
comes from other counties 
into Wayne County. 

A representative from the 
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Ecology Center, a statewide 
organization, spoke very elo- 
quently about their concern 
for the environment. He said 
they have been working on 
the issue for the last six years 
and criticized the past gover- 
nor and the DEQ for their 
hostile actions toward the 
environment. He said the 
State of Michigan was 
too friendly to the trash 
business. 

A member of the 
Sierra Club told the 
audience that the county 
had about 90 years of 
capacity in their current 
landfills yet the trash 
business wanted to fur- 
ther expand the land- 
fills. 

Several residents of 
the Will-Carleton Road 
area spoke and told the 
citizens about the trash 
and dirt that soils their 
front. yards and mail- 
boxes. They spoke of 
the landfill in Sumpter 
and their failure to clean 
up the area... Several 
spoke about their health 
concerns. One resident 
said the most damage to 
the area was done not 
when the trucks were 
coming in but when they 
were leaving. Lynette 
Guzman, who helped organ- 


ize the meeting, echoed many — 


of her neighbor’s concerns. 

Trustee Adkins and Trustee 
O’Kelley attended the meet- 
ing and Adkins welcomed 
the officials to our Township 
and told them of the efforts of 
the Township Board on the 
subject of Canadian trash. 
She also told the audience 
about the Board’s united 
effort to stop the expansion 
of the ash landfill in the 
township.

Flat Rock High School Earns 
School Improvement Honor 


The North Central Associ- 
ation of Colleges and Schools 
(NCA) announced today that 
Flat Rock High School, Flat 
Rock Community Schools, 
was awarded school improve- 
ment honors. Flat Rock High 
School. was among _ the 
Michigan schools honored 
this March for completing a 
five-year, eight-phase im- 
provement process.
